We are 
selling more goods to the home market than ever. 
There are fewer imported competitive articles in 
the stores and shops.

market in the world is that ot ^hc American peo- 
ple with a currency that fixes the money value, 
of the world.

demand also has confounded the prophets of evil 
who are so sure we will have to get into the 
League of Nations to save the United Stales.

ever develops a good game—one that graduates 
him from the duffer class—until he disciplines 
himself to the playing out of every shot, and par- 
ticularly tho holing out of every putt every time 
ho goes around the course. 
The experts agretj 


that conceding putts is a habit or practice that is1 
little short of vicious.' And yet in four out ot. 
five matches in friendly competition outside of 
tournament play four out oE' five of the short 
putts are conceded. 


Tho result is that when the players come to 


tournament play they find themselves missing an 
astonishing number of those little putts that look 
so easy, and they say they can not understand it. 
The reason is obvious—they have never schooled 
themselves in tho making of those short ones. 
They are accustomed to having their opponents 
knock tho b'a.11 away and say, "That's good," 
when the putt is anything inside of two or three 
feet. . 
In competitioh, and particularly in medal play 


which governs the qluWTying rounds in, tourna- 
ments, every putt, no matter how short, must be 
holed out—the ball must be actually played into 
the cup with a stroke with the putter, or-disas- 
'trous penalties are Incurred. That is where 'the. 
average player who lias become confirmed in the 
habit ot conceding his opponent's short onfis, and 
of having an opponent concede his in return, finds 
that he is up fi.gu.inst it and that he is the victim 
of his own folly. 
And it ex-plains why the man 


who has beer, "breaking ninety right along" in his 
Saturday and Sunday conlesttf with his friends so 
often finds that he rccittircs more than a hundred 
strokes to negotiate tiie same old familiar course 
when he is trying tp qualify'In. the club tourna- 
ment.

'lumbia Country club, Washington,-and at a criti- 
cal juncture of one of liis matches he actually 
missed a putt that was not over six 
or 
eight 


inches. 
Impossible'.'/Inexplicable? It is not im- 


possible because it happened, and it can be ex- 
plained as one ot those things that taut nerves 
sometimes do to a golfer, no matter who he is "or 
how good his gamu. 


When tho open championship was being played 


over the sante course here in 1921, Walter Hagen 
sank a GO-footer as his Ilnal shot that gave him 
a tie lor second money. 
The-ball had. to ascend 


two sharp slopes and Hagcn was so far away he 
could not see the cup when the ball dropped in, 
but it dropped. 
On the same green that same 


day a dozen players missed pults that wpre. less 
than four foot. 
And how many heated arguments have grown 


out ot tills thing ot conceding putts. The duffer 
foursome starts out with everybody in-fine fettle 
and line humor, and on the first few holes, or per- 
hapa most ot the way around, all tho short ones 
ture 'conceded.* Then conies the time when one of 
those short ones means winning or losing n. hole 
or the inatch, and a player is required to make it. 
He can not insist or even nsk that it be conceded. 
He tries and misses, and whalj-he thinks and what 
ho says about Ilia opponents is one ot the tilings 
that'inake caddies gfo\v pr.eternaUiraily aged and 
cynical! 
Tho man who/holes all his pulls and who in- 


sists that those who play with him do the Biime 
is not lacking in generosity, -nor is he a poor 
sportsman. 
He is simply doing the thing Unit-la 


calculated bost to cle\elop his own game, and it 
Ills opponents only stop,to think they will realize 
that he is doing them a, fa-vor in forcing them to 
discipline' themselves in' one of the most impor- 
tant departments of the game. Hole 'em out!

friendly matches is not only bad in itself," says 
Mr. Crosby, "but also-because it tends to encour- 
age equal carelessness in important events. If a 
player acnuires the habit of 
disregarding 
the 


rules he is sure to become forgetful of many^of 
them. 
"This means violating the less common rules 


through ignorance oE them, an offense which is 
none the less subject to penalty, and which would 
be avoided IE players -\ye.re impelled to devote 
themselves earnestly to learning the rules and to 
determine .when in doubt,.to consult the book and 
not depend upon the opinion oC a fellow-competi- 
tor,,a cadcile or a supposedly well-informed by- 
stander. 
,

"It is unthinkable that any goiter who plays the 


game in a spirit o£ true sportsmanship would in- 
tentionally violate a rule or take'advantage of any 
obscurity" in ils wording; and it is. equally -un- 
thinkable that any such golfer could,-fail to be 
deeply rhoHifl'ed IE after :L match or stroke com- 
petition had been finished he discovered too late 
for correction that on a particular, hole he had 
incurred a penalty with which lie had failed to 
charge himself through lack of acquaintance with 
the rules.'1

Accordingly it is urged that every golfer should 


familiarize hivnselE with, the rules, that he should 
observe-them religiously himself, and 
that 
he 


should insist upon his opponent's observing them. 
It is not good sportsmanship to waive a penalty 
that an opponent has incurred. On 
the con- 


trary, in a tournament a player who does this 
out of a spirit'of generosity, or out o£ ignorance, 
may disqualify himself.

HEARING ON REPEAL 


OF EUGENICS LAW 


Sra<lison.—The proposed repeal of 


the Wisconsin eugenics law', requir- 
ing: nn ante-nuptial physical exam- 
ination, will bo considered by the 
assembly committee 'on public wel- 
fare, March 13.

In 
he choice between a minor and 
lajor suit, the major, suit, as it otl- 
urs a better chance for game, was 
aturally preferred to the minor. In 
he choice between a Heart and a 
Ipade suit, where both were of the 
line length, the Spade suit was 
n-et'erred as being the hlgher-valu- 
d suit, 
Such a logical process of 
easoning has given rise to .the no- 
alled Spada Convention: tbat is, no 
nformatory double,\either of a suit 
No Trump bid, is sound unless [tie 
doubler is prepared for a Spade bid 
by partner. In other words, the in- 
ornritory fioubler must elthei' be 
prepared to 'assist a Spade bid by 
mrtner or be strong cnougiulo iieuy 
t by bidding) his own suit.

convention has now been adopted In' 
practically all of the leading card 
clubs of New York City and is bound

nbility to throw rcuich light. I am 
still in very much tho same condition. 
Tho host article that I have seen on 
this subject appeared in the Decem- 
ber nuinlier ot the Hound Table. I-ct 
mo fiuoto a few sentences and then 
give some idea of what follows. 


"Politics in China have become «o 


Involved that few, oven among the 
Chinese themselves, still try to fol- 
low all the moves in Peking and tho 
provinces. It is, indeed, a. 
useless 


occupation. " * ' * In such a seeth- 
ing- political pot any .man's tenure o£ 
office Is likely to be a brief one. To 
the great majority, office is still the 
heaven-sent opportunity for amass- 
inc a fortune, and for finding1 a post 
for as many members of tho family 
and connection as can convcnlettly 
be spared from home. * * Pecula- 
tion and favoritism have become a 
curse under ivhlch China groans In 
bitterness of soul." 
I'nr(y Wlvlsion* In Clilim 


There aro some, party divisions in 


China. But they count l"or much less 
than tho ambitions of several rival 
aspirants for control ot national af- 
fairs. Thrco of these aspirants stand 
out in relief. Their 
methods 
and 
their aims aro markedly different. 


General Chung 
(Chang- Tso 
Lin) 
controls tho northeast: that is, ho is 
lord of Manchuria. In tho sprint? ot 
1922 he moved over tho barrier into 
"China proper," and it was this move 
which, caused the "civil war" at that 
time. "Chang- 
Tso Lin's 
personal 
prowess had made film, in successive 
stages, bandit ehlaf, mercenary sol- 
dier in the Japanese army, military 
leader, military 
governor of 
Mtm- 


churia, and High Inspecting- Commis- 
sioner of tho three provinces (!. c.. of 
Manchuria). A son of Iho people, he 
lacks tho rudiments of education, but 
his' hard, and varied experience has 
mado him both crafty and ruthless— 
a man to bo reckoned with." 
In Central China. General Wu (Wu 
P'el FU) had evinced high 
military 


capacity and hac'l risen to the position 
of High Inspecting Commissioner of 
tho provinces of jHupch and Hunan. 
It was he who rose to tho. occasion 
last year and routed tho army of Gen- 
eral Chang. Of course, ho did not ac- 
complish this without tho 
coopera- 


tion of political leaders 'whose am- 
bitions clashed with those of Chang. 
General Wu, "the scholar, turned sol- 
dier, by his personal courage and de- 
votlon'to his adopted profession, has 
won to a remarkable extent tho confi- 
dence of tho troops under his com- 
mand; yet his honesty and simplicity 
make him appear but an amateur 
amid the political Intrigues of Pek- 
ing." He maintains his army, but 
never has-funds to keep the soldiers 
paid up to date. 


Sinn Tnt Sen 
"In the south. Sun Yat Sen 
(Dr. 


Sun) is not a soldier but a politician. 
He has'risen from being a political 
agitator to be 'President o; China'— 


' that is, of BO much of China, as owes 
i allegiance to Canton. His western 


education and'the spirit of tho times 
have mado htm at 
onco an 
idealist 


and «. time-server." 
China needs a strong hand at the 


helm. That is why some people speak 
of the restoration of tho monarchy 
as a possibility. It is not possible, 
and unless tho monarch were strdng 
it -would not help matters. But the 
high-handed 
dictatorial 
ability 
of 


General Chang have led 
some real 


patriots to show favor to his ambi- 
tions—arid that in spite of tho fact 
that everyone appears to 
recognize 


that ho is not a patriot nor a wise 
statesman. 
There 
is 
considerable 


feeling that General Wu is both pa- 
triot and statesman; but lie docs not 
assume strong control. After his de- 
cisive victory last year, ho made no 
claims for himself; he did insist on a 
reorganization of the government in 
Peking; but then he retired and let 
affairs take their course. Dr. Sun is 


not steady enough to command the 
widespread confidence that his pa- 
triotism alone might often inspire; 
ho runs to extremes, is a good deal 
of a socialist, shows tendencies even 
toward Communism, has not always 
been above suspicion in his relations 
with Japan. 


It is; generally believed that any 


man in high position inVcccnt years 
has had his chance to grow rich by 
using his influence to make an easy 
path for Japanese incursions. Now, 
however, Japan seems to have dis- 
covered, rather late to be sure, that 
such machinations aro not calculated 
to gain anything permanent for her. 
Thus the menace from Japan is less 
than formerly. 


Jnpim'ir Turn Back 
Japan has turned back to China, 


for financial considerations that were 
accepted by both countries, the hold- 
ings of land and vested rights in this 
province 
of 
Shantung. Taxes here 
have been doubled this year, to Ijelp 
make tho required payments. Even 
our Mission land has had to pay this 
increased .tax. There is good ground 
to anticipate that Japan and. perhaps, 
other nations 
as 
well, 
-will have 


learned the lesson 
that 
no 
high- 


handed methods really pay in dealing 
with China. 


It -would bo going entirely too far 


to draw the inference that the wel- 
fare of foreigners in this land can be 
turned over with equanimity to.Chin- 
ese methods of justice! Recent kid- 
naping and other events have made 
it clear that tl'.c Chinese are not in 
a position to control tho disorderly 
elements. Furthermore, the conduct 
of Chinese courts is not yet reformed 
to such an extent that they should be 
entrusted with the unhampered dis- 
tribution of-justice. 
This is not be- 


cause the Chinese have no high sense 
of justice, for they have, but until 
politics learn -to put Justice ahead of 
other considerations, foreign nations 
must still insist on retaining disci- 
plinary control of their own nation- 
als. 


Finding n ">Vay Out 
The reason for these Remarks Is the 


proposal to abolish "extraterritorial- 
ity."; Those of us who 
honor 
and 


love tho Chinese, look 'forward to the 
time when this right of 
foreigners 


may be -vvaivcd; but :t Is precisely 
those who know 
China best 
who 


would advise against such 'a move 
now. 


Not all ot what I am writing 
Is 


from the article mentioned as having 
appeared in Round Table; nor have I 
attempted .to .give all that is in t|iat 
article. Everybody who has at heart 
tho welfare of China and due compre- 
hension of the importance of rela- 
tions between this country and the 
rest of the world, -will be eagerly de-. 
sirous of finding some way out of the 
present turmoil. I 'am not quoting 
anyone on that. For myself. I see no 
way except a g-enulne and patient 
preparation of the whole people 'for 
the responsibilities of popular fi-ov- 
crnment, 
7 ! i 
This preparation must include sev- 
eral elements, but notably two, the 
two without which any republic must 
be -weak—education 
and 
character. 


China has not had general, education. 
Tlie move in that direction is mark- 
ed at present; but years will be needed 
to permeate the masses of a popula- 
tion so tremendous aa that ol China. 
Character has always been consider- 
ed of primary importance in the old 
Confucian system; but that system 
is now in abeyance and nothing lias 
taken its place as an assurance of 
moral stability. At present, there is 
no clear hope, for the supply o" this 
latter need outside of the promise of 
Christianity. In this I am voicing 
tho sentiments of many Chinese of 
Intelligence who are not themselves 
Christians. 
Christian missionary 


work is emphasizing both education 
and character, and the two. in con- 
junction. That is why I "magnify 
my calling."

in Music Tests 


Results 
of. the 
Seashore music 
testa given to grade and lower high 
school pupils last week, have been 
compiled 
by Miss Herdls Hanson, 
music supervisor, and show that the 
highest standing was 185 points out 
of a possible JOO. 


The tests were'for pitch and rhy- 


thm anil arc difficult to take, re- 
ciuiring intense concentration. They 
are given by phonograph records es- 
pecially' made. For pitch, one nota 
is played, then a note slightly higher 
or lower. The pupil taking the test 
marks in. the square H or '!-, wjietn- 
tr the.) second note was higher or 
.lower than the first. The notes be- 
come 
harder and harder to dis- 


tinguish, until at the end' the dif- 
ference is. scarcely noticeable. Then 
it becomes more guess-work than 
any definite test. 
The 'Same man- 
ner of test is given for rhythm, 
the pupils hearing three taps and 
deciding whether the interval be- 
tween the first and second was 
greater than between the secojir" and 
third, or vice versa. These also be- 
come more difficult as they pro- 
gress. 


"The pupils who have had any 
degree of musical 
training other 
than is secured in school." said Miss 
Hanson, "ta4te better LCSL-H than1 the. 
others. 
The surprising part Is in 
those who have had none and who 
would be expected to pass average 
tests, some on whom are. lower than 
expected, and some higher.". 


The tests were given as an ex- 


periment and will not be used, for 
any definite markings.

Locating The Lcfiks That Prevent Oompresaisn Retention 


WHEN THE GAS ESCAPE'S from a cylinder, as it Is hand-cranked 


through its compression stroke, leakage must be taking place at the 
valve-j or between the piston-rlcgs and the cylinder walls; a»Euming 
ttat the gasketcd joint between the Mock and the cylinder head IB per- 
fect, Hie spark-plug sound and tightly seated ir. the cylinder and the 
orimlns-oock. I? any, free from leaks around Its threads or at Its valve. 
IJ it is absolutely certain that both Valv.es are ground to porlect seats, 
that their springs are acting properly, that tbeir sterna are pertectiy 
tree in their 'guides and that there Is sufficient clearance between pusn- 
rrMs and valves to permit full closing, there should be no possibility ot 
leakage past them and the presumption la Justified that the escape 
occurs past the rings.
